There have been experiments enough, but 
they have not gone far enough to denote 
atendency or establish a law. It has 
been reserved for Georgia to give this 
question the first fair test, and to set up 
the dog for the first time as a prominent 
and established tax-payer. What ‘Vir- 
yinia has done for whisky, Georgia will 
for dogs. She has swept all constitutional 
objection out of the way. She has a fair 
field cleared for the experiment. 

The debate upon the dog-law will be 
one of the spiciest of the season. We 
shall look, ‘of course, for some one to re- 
vive the old and shameful story of how 
the country pays more annually to sup- 
port its dogs than it does to support its 
preachers, which may be demonstrated as 
follows: A dog costs at least in provisions 
$12.50 a year. Over the state it will aver- 
age two dogs to a famlly, or $25 per an- 
num paid by each family to sustain the 
dogs. It is well-known that each family 
does not pay one-fourth of that toward 
the support of the preachers. 

This point, and many others, will be 
scored against the miserable dogs, but 
there will be found wanting men to rise 
up and champion the honest watch dog 
and the bugle-voiced hound. The debate 
will donbtless be a spirited. one, and we 
shall be there to hear—if for nothing 
else to let each man’s constituency know 
precisely how he stands on this engross- 
ing and essential question. 


Convertible Currency. 
Congress is full of currency schemes; 
and the one thatjauthorizes the secretary 
of the treasury to issue in exchange for 
greenbacks coin certificates of déposit, 
not less than ten dollars in amount, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 3.65 per cent., 
| and convertible within one year into the 
four per cents., has the best send-off; for 
it has the approval of Mr. John Sherman, 
and has been presented in the republi- 
can senate by a republican senator, Mr. 
Morrill, and in the democratic house by a 
democratic representative, Mr. Fernando 
Wood. 

All three of these men belong to cliques 
that are not held in high repute by peo- 
ple generally, but nevertheless there is 
aothing in their measure that is objec- 
tionable. It may not be a yery valuable 
measure, because any man who has ac- 
cumulated fifty dollars that he has no 
present use for can invest it in a bond 
that bears four per cent. interest at. the 
outset, and that involves no necessity of 
exchange in one year or ten years. But 
stilla minimum of fifty dollars may put 
the public loans out of the reach of some 
who desire to invest their savings, and 
the bill just introduced reduces the 
minimum to ten dollars. The danger 
of a eontraction of the currency is 
voided by the express provision that the 
money received for the certificates of 
deposits shall be applied to the payment 
of outstanding.six percents. The certifi- 
vates themselves call for “coin”—an arti- 
ele that is of two colors under our laws, 
We see no objection to the passage of the 
hill in question. We find so little that is 
nnobjectionable in Mr. Sherman’s 
schemes, that we hasten to support the 
zood we do find. The scheme invites 
popular subscriptions. It induces the 
investment of small savings in public 
funds, ‘thereby becoming a public con- 
venience as well as a public benefit.

The Census of 1880. 
The annual reportof General Francis A. 
Walker, superintendent of the census, is 
not without interest in view of the ap- 
proach of the time for a new enumeration. 
Upon the census of 1880 will be based, of 
course, areappointment of representation 
in the lower house of congréss. General 
Walker has anticipated the official census 
by a declaration that the population of 
the northwest has-enormously increased, 
while that in the east and south, except 
in Texas, has remained comparatively un- 
changed. The radical politicians, therefore, 
flatter themselves that the coming census 
cannot fail to restore to the north that 
preponderance of numbers in congress 
which it held before the colored vote of 
the south was given consideration. 
General Walker strongly objects to the 
taking of another census under the act of 
1850. That act provides that the marshals 
of the several judicial districts shall di- 
rect and superintend the enumeration, 
with the power of appointing assistants to 
conduct the work. He believes that the 
work of census-taking isso far exceptional 
and unique in its requirements as to de- 
mand that those who conduct it should 
be selected with special reference to their 
fitness for the duties. 
the formation of judicial districts is de- 
termined by reasons altogether different 
from those whieh should determine the 
formation of Census grand divisions, 
For example he quotes from thé report 
of the superintendent of the census for 
1871, as fol lows: 
Southern Florida, with its innumerable 
reefs and keys, is periodically strewn with 
wrecks, From the same facts, taken in con- 
roximity to the islands of 
s great facilities for smug-. 
gling. For these reasonsit is most properly 
constituted a judicial district, and for that 
reason most improperly.it.is.by the law of 
1850, constituted acertsus district with 5,775 
inhabitants, enumerated by a single assist- 
ant marshal, with a United States marshal 
to overlook the important operation. North- 
ern New York, with nearly two and a half 
also constitutes a census district, 
and its six or seven hundred assistant mar- 
shals are all to be instructed and overlooked 
by one United States marshal. i 
a district, So is Massachusetts.

sary to say that if superintendence is of an 
account in census work, the superintend- 


ence which is provided by the law of 1850 
must be of the least account possible. 


. Walker believes that the best re- 
sults will be obtained if there be ap- 
pointed as supervisors of the census one 
or more persons in each state, not to ex- 
ceed in the aggregate 150, with a limit as 
to the amount of their per diem compen- 
sation and length of service: He would 
vest in these supervisors the power to ap- 
point enumerators in their respective 
districts, and to fix the sub-divisions to 
be canvassed by each enumerator, the 
whole to be submitted to the department 
of the interior for approval or otherwise. 
The superintendent of the census ad- 
vocates an approach to the British system, 
which aims to photograph the peo- 
ple of the Kingdom in the position 
they occupied at a given moment.
